A *xVERY* important thing to check about multiple cap filters in series 
strings in HV supplies: Measure the operating voltage across each one 
(very, very carefully!! Maybe have a 2nd person in the room with you, 
standing away. This is serious lethal voltage & current folks.) using a 
VOM (analog or digital) only, no line-powered measuring devices, please. 
You want complete isolation here. 


As capacitance values vary with age & use, you may well find too much 
voltage (possibly exceeding individual cap voltage ratings) across some & 
then less across others. 


The total voltage across the string will be distributed inversely according 
to the xactualx capacitance of each cap. At equlibrium, each cap in the 
string will have equal charge (by series current & all that). Recall that 
capacitance is defined as charge per volt (C = Q / V), so more capacitance 
gives greater ability to hold charge, i.e. less voltage across the cap for 
same amount of charge contained in it. 


So, the "weaker" (having less than rated capacitance) caps in a series 
string will have xmorex voltage across them. Ironically it is the weaker 
caps that will see more stress. This is something that's difficult to note 
from normal PS operation. Yes, the equalizing resistors help somewhat but 
cannot do it all. They need to have the right amount of resistance too. 
And wattage rating (type, too) as well, as they are continuously stressed 
in this app. 


I favor replacing all of the string with exactly the same kind of caps. 
Maybe the equalizing resistors as well if an old unit--measure their R 
while you're at it). This will help ensure equality of aging. If you use 
dissimilars, there is much more need for periodic monitoring I think. 


I don't like the series/series-parallel, highly dissimilar caps setup you 
describe in your amp. It has the potential for trouble I think. 


I strongly urge HV PS's be cked periodically for this. A blown HV 
electrolytic is *not*x a thing of beauty!

There are definite diffs among sweep tubes when it comes to 10 m 
performance. Remember, designed for 0.015 MHz use in TV's! 


Mfring & design diffs that make no diff at 0.015 MHz can make huge diff at 
28 MHz. Yes, better ct design can ameliorate some but not all of these 


problems. 


My old Hammarlund Drifty-Fifty SSB exciter used 'em. It didn't like some 
brands at all on 10 m. 


My Drake T-4*'s are more tolerant. 


Yes, parallel tubes need to be matched for longest life & best performance. 
The weaker tube will loaf & other will be overloaded even tho total Ip 
looks ok. 


In Drakes at least, can measure idling current of each tube via cathode R 
to try & get a matched set. 


Don't forget careful neutralization which is of course done on 10 m.

I am having difficulty with your analysis. I can't agree that some caps 
have lower capacitance and some have more outside of their usual tolerance 
spread which would be reasonably constant independent of leakage. I think 
it is more a problem of shunt resistance caused by the leakage behavior of 
each individual cap. Caps with lower capacitance would of course have a 
higher ripple voltage but the average DC voltage across each capacitor is 
set more by the series resistance string which is a combination of the 
external ballasting resistors and the caps' internal resistances (which 
goes up as reforming occurs). Yes, it is VERY IMPORTANT TO CHECK VOLTAGE 
DROPS ACROSS CAPACITORS in order to prevent shorting a cap that has not yet 
reached a low value of leakage. You should expect the voltages on the caps 
to eventually be set by the external ballasting resistors so before 
beginning the reforming process, MEASURE THE RESISTANCE OF EACH OF THE 


BALLASTING RESISTORS. If any read way too low you should ponder whether it 
is due to the capacitor or an off tolerance resistor. 


And y'all follow your safety warning to the "T". High voltage has no 
sympathy for careless fingers.
